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The   DEATH  or 
Gen.  GEORGE  WASHINGTON. 

A  Letter  to  the  Prefident  of  the  United 
States  from  Tobias  Lear,  Efq.  pri- 
vate fccretary  to  G.  Walinngton. 

Mount  Vernon.  Dtc.  15,  1799. 

Sir, 

It  is  with  inexpreffible  grief,  that  I 
have  to  announce  to  you  the  death  of  the 
great  and  good  General  Wamington. 
He  died  laft  evening,  between  10  a  d  11 
o'clock,  after  a  fhort  lllnefs  of  about  24 
hours  Hisdifoider  was  ao  inflammatory 
fore  throat, which  proceeded  from  a  cold, 
of  which  he  made  but  little  complaint  on 
Friday.  On  Saturday  morning  about  3 
o'clock,  he  became  ill.  Doc~ior  Craick 
attended  him  in  the  morning,  and  Dr. 
Dick,  of  Alexandria,  and  Dr.  Brown, 
of  Port  Tobacco,  were  foon  after  califrd 
in.  Every  medical  affillance  was  offered, 
buiNWtb>>iu  the  delired  effect,  ilis  lad 
fcene  correfponded  with  the  whole  tenor 
of  his  life.  Not  a  groan  or  complaint 
efcaped  him,  in  extreme  dilrefs.  With 
perfect  refignation,  and  fu'l  rnfTeflion  of 
his  reafon,  he  clofed  his  well  fpent  life.

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CHARACTER  of 
GEORGE  WASHINGTON. 

H  E  was  in  his  68th  year.  The 
height  of  his  perfon  was  about  five  feet 
eleven;  hischtft  full;  and  his  limbs, 
though  rather  flender,  well  fhaped  and 
rnufcular.  Kishead  was  {'mail,  in  which 
refpe&  he  refetnbled  the  make  of  a  great 
number  of  his  countrymen-  His  eyes 
were  of  a  light  grey  colour  ;  and  in  pro- 
portion to  the  length  of  his  face,  his  nofe 
was  long.  Mr.  Stewart,  the  eminent 
portrait  painter,  nfed  to  fay,  there 
were  features  in  his  face  totally  different 
from  what  he  had  ever  obferved  inrhat 
of  any  other  human  Jbeing  ;  the  fockets 
for  ihe  eyes,  for  inftance,  were  larger 
than  he,*Ver  met  witlfl||efore,  and  the 
upper  pj^rt  of  his  nofe  broader.  All  his 
features, he  obferved,where  indicative  of 
thefirongeft  paffions  ;  yet,  like  Socra- 
tes, his  judgment  and  great  feif  com- 
mand have  always  made  him  appear  a 
man  of  a  different  call  in  the  eyes  of 
the  world.  He  always  fpoke  with  great 
diffidence,  and  fometimes  hefitated  for  a 
word;  but  it  was  to  find  one  particu- 
larly well  adapted  to  his  meaning.  His 
language  was  manly  and  expreffive.  At 
levee,  his  difcourfe  with  ftrangers  turn- 
ed principally  upon  the  fubject  of  Artier

The   hard    fervice  he 
had   fecn,   the  important  ?.nd    laboriom 
offices  he. had  filled,  gave  a  kind  of  aut- 
teiry  to  his  countenance,  and  2  reYerve  I 
to  his-  manners  ;   yet  he  was  die  kinddt  f 
huihand,   the  moit  humane  mailer     the  ! 
iteadieft  friend.  '     "    ' 

The  whole  page  of  hiftorydoes  not 
prefent  to  our  view  a  character  upon 
which  we  can  dwell  with  fuch  entire 
and  unmixed  admiration;  The  long- 
life  of  General  Washington  is  r.ot  trained 
by  a  fmgle  b!ot.  He  was  indeed  a  man 
of  Arch  rare  endowments,  and  fuch  for- 
tunate temper;;r.,6nt,  that  every  adion 
he  performed  was  equally  exempted 
ho  n  the  charge  of  vice  or  weaknefs.

His  qualities  were  (o 
happily  blended,  and  fo  nicely  harmon- 
ifed,  that  the  reful't  was  a  great  and 
perfect  whole.  The  powers  of  his 
mind,  and  the  difpofnion  of  his  heart, 
were  admirably  iuited  to  each  other. 
It  was  the  union  of  the  moil  confumate 
prudence  with  the  rnoft  perfect  moder- 
ation. His  views,  though  large  and 
liberal,  were  never  extravagant:  His 
virtues  though  enmprehenfive  and  ben- 
eficent, were  difctiminating,  judicious, 
and  practical, 

Yet  his  character,  though  regu'ar 
and  uniform,  poffefTed  none  of  the  lu- 
tlenefs  whiqb  may  fometimes  belong 
io  the  I  e  defcriptions  of  men.  It  form- 
ed a  grand  majeific  pile,  the  effect  of 
which  was.  not  impaired,  but  improved 
by  order  and  fymmetry.  There  was 
nothing  in  it  to  dazz'e  by  wildnefs,  or 
furprife  by  eccentricity.  It  was  tf  a 
higher  (pedes  of  moral  beauty.  It  con- 
tained every  thing  great  and  elevated, 
but  it  had  no  falfe  or  tinfel  ornament. 
It  was  not  the  model  cried  up  by  fafhion 
or  circumftance :  Its  excellence  was 
adapted  to  the  true  and  juft  mor^l  talte, 
incapable  of  etiange  from  the  varying 
manners,  of  opinions  and  times, — Gen-

Placed  in  circumftances   of  the  moft 
trying  difficulty  at  the  commencement 
of   the  American    conteft,  he  accepted 
that    fitnation  which  was   pre  eminent 
in  danger  and  refponfibility.    His  psrfe- 
verance  overcame  ail  obftacies ;  his  mod 
eranon  conciliated  everyoppohticn  ;  hU 
genius  fupJied  every  r'efource  ;  his   en- 
larged view  could  p!an,revife,  and  im- 
prove every   branch  of  civil  and  milita- 
ry  operation.

His  fame,  bounded  by  no  country,  will 
be  confined  to  no  age.  The  charter 
of  Getferal  W&fhingtcn,  which  his  co- 
temporaries  regret  and  admire,  will  be 
tranfmitted  to  pufieriry  ;  and  the  mem- 
ory of  his  virtue?,  while  patriotilm  sr.d  i 
virtue  are  held  facred  among  men,  will  f 
remain  undiminifhed.

not  burnt  or  roafted  too  much,  both  of 
which  will  be  hurtful. 

Take  of  tbefe  roaffed  scorns  (ground 
Ike  other  coffee)  half  an  ounce  every 
morning  and  evening,  alone,  or  mixed 
with  a  drachm  of  other  coffee,  aad 
(wettened  with  fugar,  wither  withe, ut 
milk.
